The year 1921-22 has prouRDe with ita new and variec 
program for advancement along well defined lines of ES a 
educational projects. In order to accomplish these ends it 
is absolutely essential that we have united public opinion _ 
and support behind all endeavors in this direction. Wecan 
hardly estimate the real worth of our schools to town, state, 
and nation. Although the upkeep of the schools necessitates 
relatively large expenditures, yet these expenditures are 

in the right direction, and vield the largest returns and rep- 

resent our most valuable investment. | 

There is one very important consideration from the 
standpoint of economy; that is the teacher. Does it pay to 
hire the untrained teacher? It is possible to secure this 
teacher at about half the cost of the experienced and care-_ 
fully trained teacher. It takes several years to prepare a 
teacher in a competent manner, and_ then this teacher will 
take up the work where the largest financial reward can be 
obtained. 

Attendance of every pupil is eee as a part of the 
school plan. Failure to attend school means irretrievable 
loss on the part of the child; a loss on your investment; a 
loss from the financial return of the state. Our schools are 
graded to meet the needs of the boy, according to his age 
and development. If he is retarded by non-attendance, then 
he naturally loses all interest in school work. It is inevit- 
able that the svstem fails to secure its end, and the attain- 
ment of our object defeated.

: another phase of school life much more basal and funda- 
mental in importance. For “Childhood is the time to ac- 


cumulate a physical capital necessary to meet the emer- 
gencies which arise in every life.” Special attention should 
be given to ventilation and light, and maintenance of proper 


temperature in school buildings. In many towns examina- 


tions are made of teeth, adenoids, malnutrition, etc.; and 
physical directors and supervisors have been employed. The 
suggested program includes two 83-minute drills daily ; set- 
ting up exercises, posture exercises, one 20-minute lesson 


daily, marching gymnastic games, 20 minutes a week de- 


voted to hygiene.

Libby and myselfas 
teachers. Since the teachers were acquainted with the work 
and most of the pupils, there was very little time lost in get- 
ting “under way” at the beginning of the year. Elective — 
blanks had been made out by the pupils of the upper classes 
during the last week of the spring term and thus most of 
the supplies were on hand at the opening of school and 
work was hegin at once. Mr. Bates continued his satisfac- 
tory and efficient teaching in Latin and History with the 
addition of a class in first year Algebra, Miss Libby car- _ 
ried on her excellent work in English and Elementary Sci- 
ence, and thus French, Mathematics and Physics were left 
for myself. | 

A few changes have been made in the course of studies 
this year. The course in General Science begun during the 
winter of last year has been made a full year subject and 
appears to be one of the most popular and interesting Fresh- 
man studies. Beginners’ French has been placed from the 
third year to the second. United States History is now of- 
fered in the fourth year instead of the third and Agriculture 
has been temporarily dropped. Following is the course of 
studies as rearranged: 


: 
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The numbers opposite each subject indicate the num- 
ber of recitation periods per week. No pupil its allowed to 
elect more than four subjects without the consent of the fa- 


culty. Each pupil must complete before graduation 2 con- 


secutive years’ work in some language other than English 
and one year’s work in either Physics or Chemistry. 

It is hoped that a teacher of Agriculture will be added 
to the faculty when this course is returned to the curricu- 
lum. It is believed that this could be done with very little 
expense on the part of the town as there is a very liberal 


State and National Aid for such purposes. 


Again it is necessary to bring to your attention the im- 
mediate need of more and better laboratory facilities. The 
present room is altogether too small and dangerous for ef- 
fective work. With chemicals of various kinds, alcohol 
lamps and similar apparatus there is constant danger of fire 
in a room where every conceivable fixture and all the fur- 
nishings are infammable, During the spring term of last 
year one pupil was badly burned through the use of such

There is also urgent need of a rest room of some sort in Wed 
the building. With 60 or 70 pupils present daily it is not “qin-) ae 
common for some to be taken ill during the day. In sucha | 
case there should be a place to lie down, as many times it is 
unnecessary and unwise to go home, especially when the pu- 
pils live several miles frony the school house and are de- 
pendent upon some other person for conveyance. Under 
present conditions pupils are obliged to place their wraps 
on the hard cement floor of the basement and lie there for 
hours, many times. | 

In making these suggestions it is realized that funds 
~are rather limited and that the people are already somewhat 
burdened with taxes; nevertheless, it can hardly be consid- 
ered economy or good sense to impair the health and safety 
of the children of the community for the sake oF saving a 
few pennies per person.

Inspection 


In the past year I have inspected 31 buildings. In some 
of these I found dangerous chimneys, and smoke-pipe con- 
nections. These have all been made safe, except three, 
(which are not in usey, and_ these will be repaired as soon 
as weather permits. 

In conclusion, I will call to vour attention, the installing 
of furnaces in your cellars, and the danger existing from the 
chimney, if due care is not used when furnace is installed. 

The chimneys in a majority of the houses in the coun- 
try were not built for the purpose of being used for fur- 
naces in the cellar. Consequently, in some houses I have 
found floor_timbers resting on, or entering chimney at first 
floor. Where these conditions exist, the chimney is unsafe 
and dangerous, and should be attended to at once. 

Also, if smoke-pipe from furnace is within two feet of 
floor, cover wood over pipe with sheet metal or asbestos 
board.
